WILBURTON, Ok., Jan. 13.—, 
Eight of the 105 men entombed by 
an explosion in the Degram-Mc- 
Connell coal mine near here this 
morning emerged from the mine 
alive late today. All eight were 
negroes. Little hope is held that 
any of the others are alive. 

About 70 of the imprisoned men 
are said to be negroes.e« The men, 
who were held in a small inclosure 
under 100 feet of debris in the 
main shaft, worked their way out 
to the air shaft, which was open, 
and were rescued. They told of 
seeing numbers of bodies on their 
way to the air shaft. 

So strong was the explosion that. 
timbers were bloWh from the bot-: 
tom of the mine shaft. 

The blast is believed to hare 
been the result of an accumulation 
of coal dust in_a pocket. 

Rescue Work bifficult. 

Rescue work was being hindered 
somewhat by the blocking of the 
main passageway into the mine. 
The first rescue crew was forced 
to turn back a second time after | 
they were unable to sqieeze their | 
way through the debris. Previous-. 
lv they had turned back to don | 
smaller gas’ masks when larger ' 
ones were found to be burdensome.

Campbell’s argument centéreéd

Names of Members. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. , 
ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 13.—-The 


Court of Appeals in an unanimous 
decision yesterday upleld the va- 


‘lidity of the Ku Klan Klan bil! 
‘passed by the Legislature of 192% 


at the urging of the New York 


World. The law requires the filing 


with the Secretary of State of the 


names of all members of tie Ku 
| Klux Klan under penalty of fine. 


The court today held, in effect, 


‘that it was within the province o* 
‘the Legislature to impose reason- 
liable regulation on secret societies 
|and that it ie ‘reasonable to sepa- 


rate the known from the unknown.

Answering the claim of the Klan

Mussolini Assailed. 

A charge by Rainey that Musso- 
lini sanctioned the slaying of those 
who opposed him was questioned 
by Representative Bloom (Dem.), 
New York. 

The Illinois ymember then read 
from a book which she said had 
heen smuggled from Italy before 
Mussolini could destroy all copies. 
It contained a number of pictures 
which Rainey asserted were of 
those slain by the Fascisti. 

“Some of these were taken after 
death,” he said. “They show the 
mutilations of the bodies.” 

Objects to Reading. 

Chairman Green of the Ways 
and Means Committee questioned 
the propriety of reading from 
what he said was an anonymous‘ 
book. alleging facts detrimental to 
a government with which “we are 
at peace,” and objectéd to further 
questions along this line.

Administrative 
changes, leaders of this State-wide 
organization feel, will come about 
largely as a matter of course, ¢s- 
pecially as public officials observe 
the growing public sentiment for 


modern methods of fighting 
crime. 
Help of Court. 


Association leaders today were 
jubilant over the speech delivered 
at yesterday's session in the Hall 
of Representatives by Chief Jus- 
tice Blair of the State Supreme 
Court in which he pledged tile co- 
operation of his colleagues in the 
court and himself in the :tiiove- 
ment. Lawyers active “2 the as- 
sociation regarded thw as especial- 
ly significant, since it is not un- 
likely the reforms eventually will 
have to bear the acid test of. the 
Supreme Court. 

In this connection the lawyers 
were remarking upon various re- 
cent decisWwns of this court In crim- 
inal cases whith were regarded as 
liberal interpretations of law, 
rather than narrow and technical. 
One suggestion made by Judge 
Biair, however, probably will not 
be followéd. counseled the as- 
sociation to be active in the coming 
campaign for the State Legislature, 
to pledge prospective candidates 
for the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives to support of the -asso- 
ciation program.
